Apple Given to Cure Children's 


Diarrhea 


Medical authorities have been more 


or less • divided over what is termed 
the apple diet in the cure of diarrhea 
in children. The condition that used 
to be called summer complaint or 
sumer diarrhea is the kind particular- 
ly-concerned. 


This apple diet consists in scrap- 


ing a peeled and cored raw apple to a 
fine pulp and feeding it, in doses of 
two hours while awake for from 24 to 
48 hours. 


If -the child dislikes the apple, a 


small amount of sweetening may be 
added. Nothing else is given the child 
during this feeding, except water or 
weak tea to satisfy the thirst Many 
physicians believe that weak tea has a 
highly astringent action on the bowel. 


In -many cases it has been found 


that there is a reduction in the num- 
"ber of actions of the bowel within 
8 to 12 hours and that rather soon the 
watery materials, and the mucus, give 
place to semi-formed excretions. 


After 48 hours on the apple diet and 


when the. condition has unproved, the 
child, if over a year old, is given a 
diet containing a small amount of bak- 
ed etrtato, vegetables and docoa. Milk

Many physicians who specialize in 


disease of children, however, treat 
these diarreas merely by omitting the 
regular food and using boiled water, 
weak tea, barley or rice water with 
saccharin instead of sugar for sweet- 
ening, for from 24 to 48 hours. After 
this, they begin feeding with butter- 
milk or powdered protein milk. 


Both methods have many adherents. 
This form of diarrhea usually occurs 


in late summer and is probably caus- 
ed by bacterial organisms coming to 
the child from food, water or milk.

Jew-Baiters Are 
Flayed by Banker 


German Financier Warns 


of Terrible Business 
Damage to Nation 


KOENIGSBERG, Germany.-^)—Dr. 


Hjalmar 'Schacht, president 
o! the 


Reichsbank, took sharp issue Sunday 
with "unregul^.tey individual acts" 
against Jews and other "state ene- 
mies." Making the opening address 
of the annual East Prussian fair, he 
warned inflamed Jew-baiters that by 
their lack of discipline they are caus- 
ing the most serious damage to Ger- 
many's business. 


Dr. Schacht also bluntly told his 


countrymen that Germany has terrific 
economic 
problems 
to master. He 


served notice that the amount neces- 
sary for solving the unemployment 
problem "must in some future time be 
funded out of the labor and the sav- 
ings of our people." 


The reichsbank president and min- 


ister of economics scathingly flayed 
"certain contemporaries" of whom, he 
said, "one likes to think in the terms 


of the short prayer: 'O, Lord, preserve 
me from my friends!' 


"They are the people who at night 


heroically besmear windowpanes," he 
declared; "who placard every German 
who buys in a Jewish shop as a traitor 
to his people, who declare all former 
Freemasons are scoundrels and who, 
in the justified fight against ministers 
and priests dabbling in politics, are 
unable to make a distncton between 
relgon and msuse of the pulpt. 


"The am which these people have 


in mind is everywhere right and good. I 
For secret societies, even if they are! 
harmless, there is no place in the 
Third Reich. Pastors and chaplains 
should save their souls and not en- 
gage in politics. Jews must recognize 
that their influence with us is gone 
forever. We desire to keep our peo- 
i pie and our culture clean and clear, 
I just as the Jews since the days of the 
prophet Ezra at all times have de- 
manded the same thing for their peo- 
pie. 


"But the solution of all these tasks 


must take place under the leadership 
of the state. It cannot be left to un- 
regulated individual acts which cause 
serious disquietude to business and 
therefore have again and again been 
forbidden by organs of the state and 
the party." •
